The storm struck 
the town from the southw est, traveling 
north until about IOO yards from the 
Oklahoma C ity and W estern railway 
track. Then It took a northeasterly d i­ 
rection through the business portion of 
the town. 
S nyder has about 2500 inhab itan ts. It 
is In Kiow t county, In the K iow a and 
Cemanch.- Indian country, opened to 
w hite settlem en t In IM I 
The tow n w as 
laid o ut largely by the St. Louis and 
San F rancisco railw ay a t the junction 
of Its tw o line*, and the com pany erect­ 
ed an Im portant building there. 
S n y ­ 
der la the division point for the Q uanah 
division of the road. 
It w as nam ed for 
B ryan Snyder, traffic m anager for the 
F risco system . 
W hile the tornado seem s to have been 
w idespread, rum ors th a t o th er tow ns In 
southw estern O klahom a had been d e­ 
stroyed w as declared by telephone e x ­ 
changes 
to 
be 
incorrect. 
How ever, 
there Is no question th a t m uch d a m a g e 
to property and loss of life has occurred 
in outlying districts. 
The sam e tornado stru ck Q uinlan, in 
W oodw ard county, on the S an ta F e rail­ 
road, destroying several houses, and at 
th at point a t least th ree persons—Mrs 
O. W. Cox, and 
her 
tw o 
sons—are 
know n to have been killed. Com ing, as 
it did, w hile m ost of the in h ab itan ts of 
Snyder w ere asleep, b ut few had w arn ­ 
ing of th eir danger. 
The first new s of the storm w as re ­ 
c ed e d 
about 
m idnight 
W ednesday. 
Soon th ereafter, before any details had 
been received, telegraph and telephone 
wires w ent down. T rain s w ere ordered 
out from ail available points, startin g 
from H obart, C hicasha, G uthrie. O kla­ 
hom a C ity and o th er places. 
E very 
train carried doctors, nurses and any 
person capable of rendering ald. 
The 
first relief train , sent from H obart, t h i r ­ 
ty -tw o m iles north of Snyder, reached 
the stricken tow n Just before daylight 
Thursday. 
E very one on board begun 
at once the w ork of relief. 
On every hand they found w reckage 
and streets w ere alm ost obliterated by 
piles of dem olished houses. 
In all d i­ 
rections evidences of the terrible havoc 
w rought by the storm w ere apparent. 
The dead and dying lay about the 
streets, In the yards and m ixed up w ith 
w reckage, while those who escaped ran 
hither and th ith er ,ln excited attem p ts 
to bring order out of the terrible chaos 
and render w hat m eager ald they m ight.

powder. 
It was one of the m ost horri­ 
ble disasters sxer experienced by th* 
Pennsylvania tall road 
There are about seventy injured In 
the Harrisburg hospitals, hotels and 
private residences, while others are un* 
the care of physicians at houses neat 
the scene cf the wreck. 
Few passengers escaped 
with 
any 
clothing to speak of. 
Moat of them 
were in thai* births and escaped Iii 
pajama* or other night apparel. 
It Is unofficially estimated the finan­ 
cial loss will amount to fully $300,000 
This Includes $15,000 cash, Jewelry and 
other personal effects of passengers de­ 
stroyed. 
Early Thursday morning persons who 
escaped from the wreck began flocking 
to the newspaper offices to ask that It 
be published that they escaped Injury, 
so that their friends might be relieved 
of anxiety. 
Among these was Charles 
W. Btanglon, supreme

Inspectors, Cai 
Builders and Railroad Mechanics of 
America. 
His home Is at Baltimore. 
Samuel Bhubert of New York. mana­ 
ger of the Lyceum theater, Jumped out 
of hts berth and ran outh of the tratr 
Just In time to escape being burned 
to death. 
He was taken to the Com­ 
monwealth hotel. 
While the fire was still raging fierce 
ly the burning bodies of the dead could 
be seen still lying In the berths. 
At 4:45 o’clock Thursday morning ti 
was authoritatively 
ascertained 
that 
the entire passenger train of nine car* 
and the engine were destroyed.

freight cars were also deatroyed and 
three others derailed and wrecked. 
The passenger train, of which not a 
valuable square foot was left, had <011-
